ular delegated ministers. 

Now, Bible colporteurs should be God- 
called workers no less than the regular 
missionary or minister ;—men who have 
had a definite experience of the new birth ; 
—men who have a testimony to bear of 
what the Lord Jesus has done for them ;— 
men who can say, “Once I was blind, now 
I can see. Once I was lost, now I am 


I 
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saved. What the Lord Jesus has done for me, 
he can do for you. There was a time when I 
had no concern for you, but now I am eager, 
not only to tell of the Saviour of mankind, but 
also to help you to know him and get vitally 
in touch with him.” Such men can say with 
enthusiasm to the doubter, ‘‘Come and see,” 
and lead him to the living Christ of whom the 
Scriptures testify. Such men are at home with 
folks who are troubled about their failures and 
sins, and anxious about the eternal welfare of 
their souls. And, where is the community in 
which such are not found? 

Bible colportage in a non-Christian ry 
is somewhat different from that done in Amer- 
ica. The background of religion, morality, and 
the thought life of the people is different. Yet, 
human beings are the same in all lands. As 
flowers naturally turn and open up toward the 
light of the rising sun, so hearts turn and open 
up when the precious light and warmth of the 
love of God is presented to them in the light 
and power of the Holy Spirit. 

The reader is asked to go out with a Bible 
colporteur as he begins his day’s work. I have 
done it myself and know whereof I speak. Im- 
agine yourself with me in the rural parts of 
Japan. We are tramping along on a narrow 
road. The village we enter seems quiet and 
dismal. There is no one in at the first house. 
We leave a leaflet and go to the next. Here we 
greet a woman with her children. We tell them 
we are spreading books of good news from 
heaven, etc. They listen awhile. Finally, the 
woman exclaims: “I do not understand the 
meaning of all you say, and no man is at home 
now; so you should not waste your time with 
us.” Realizing that she does not know the least 
thing about our God, we cannot depart without 
telling her briefly the Christian message. Then 
we add: ‘‘Now these books tell us of how the 
Heavenly Father cares for us; what he has 
done to save us from our badness and help us 
in our troubles; how he comforts us in our sor- 
rows, and takes us to heaven when we die.” 
Although that was the first time she ever heard 
statements like that, it appeals to her. Her 
heart opens up, and a woeful story of life as it 
is lived is poured into our ears. She buys our 
books. We turn corners of pages and mark 
passages, so that she may be guided from the 
first to read portions which will convince her 
that these books contain God’s word to her,— 
and we are off to the next house. 
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BREAKFASTING BEFORE THE DAY’S WORK 


We enter a large open space about one of the 
houses and greet a man sauntering around in 
it. He replies by saying, ‘Well, what have you 
come for?” Upon hearing that we were spread- 
ing Christian Scriptures, he exclaims, “I do 
not want them!” ‘Have you got them?” we in- 
quire. “No,—and I do not want them.” He is 
stubborn—we are persistent. He becomes im- 
patient. We draw close, looking into his eyes, 
and say, ‘“‘Now, listen—we are not going to in- 
sist that you buy these books; but we want to 
say this, that, if you do not know what these 
books are about, you cannot say, ‘I do not want 
them.’ After you have read them and know 
what they are about, and then have discovered 
they are objectionable or harmful, then by all 
rights you can say you do not want them.’ That 
makes him smile, and he answers, “I guess you 
are right.” We have gained our point and, 
without selling him our books, wave a cheerful 
good-bye and depart. Most likely, after that, 
our man went to the neighbor to borrow and 
read a copy. That often happens. 

We come to the edge of the village and walk 
up to a ramshackle farmer’s home. We call out 
in the usual way. No answer. In Japan one 
does not knock at doors, but calls out: Good 
morning, or, Good evening—as the case may be. 
The greeting is repeated over and over again. 
A Japanese house is open during daylight 
hours. Stepping in onto the dirt floor of an 
open entrance, we hear a groan from a dark 
room over in a corner. We draw near and find 
a sick old man. Sympathetic remarks are 
made, and the Christian message given. But it 
seems like pouring water on a goose. Finally, 
the invalid bawls out: “What are you talking 
about, anyway? I can not get what you say!” 
In order to make some impression on his dull 
mind, we throw out the question: “Uncle, 
where will you go when you die?”—“What?” 
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We repeat the question. He replies: “When I 
die? Why, in the ground, of course, to fertilize 
pine trees.” We try to convince him that hu- 
man beings are different from ordinary ani- 
mals, but he is astonishingly indifferent, not to 
say incapable of grasping ideas of a higher 
order. We place a Gospel on the floor beside 
him (Japanese sleep on matted floors), urging 
that he have it read by some member of the 
home; and with sad and praying hearts we de- 
part for the next village. 

The narrow road we follow winds around 
rice fields and between mulberry trees as we 
draw near to another group of houses. Before 
we enter the village, our road joins a good 
highway, on which we meet a young man in 
kimono, swaggering along quite leisurely. We 
greet him. As he appears very indifferent, we 
are inclined to pass on; but, somehow, we are 
led to ask where he comes from. He tells us. 
“And where are you bound?” ‘Oh, just to the 
village yonder to see some one.’ Then, we 
plunge in. “Young man, may we tell you some- 
thing? Life is a journey. We all come from 
somewhere, and we go somewhere. Did you 
ever think of that? Where do we come from? 
What do we live for? Where do we go when 
life’s journey ends?” While saying nothing, he 
looks at us questioningly. We offer a New Tes- 
tament, remarking: “This book tells about 
life’s journey. If you do not have this book, 
you ought to have it; for it helps you to plan 
your life’s journey.” The young man quietly 


takes the Testament and hands us the ten sen 
—the cost of the book. As we always do when 
putting Scriptures into the hands of the peo- 
ple, we call his attention to pages and verses 
he should read, and go on our way. This sud- 
den contact on the roadside, without a doubt, 
makes a lasting impression on the young man’s 
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mind. At once he opens and starts to read the 
book, and as long as we can see him, he stands 
there reading. We believe he was aroused from 
lethargy to search for light on the meaning of 
life’s journey. 

In another village we find two women on a 
veranda on the sunny side of the house. It is 
a cold day, and as rural homes usually have no 
heating facilities, the people naturally seek the 
warming rays of the sun whenever it shines. 
We greet the two women kindly, and sit on the 
edge of the veranda to talk with them. They 
are pleased to have some one pay attention to 
them, and it is easy to witness for Christ. 
After a bit we discover that one of them is 
blind. We express our sympathy, adding that, 
while it is unfortunate that she cannot see with 
the eyes of her head, there is no reason why the 
eyes of her soul might not see. The Christian 
message is given, and the blind woman espe- 
cially becomes deeply interested and purchases 
Gospels. We point out to the seeing one pas- 
sages that first should be read, bid them good- 
bye, and hasten on. 

As we are eager to canvass every human 
abode—our motto being “Ikke morasazu,” 
meaning “not to miss a single house,”—we in- 
quire at the larger houses if there are not other 
families or houses about their quarters. Usu- 
ally we are told “No.” “But, how about that 
little cottage there?” we ask. ‘‘Well, yes, the 
old folks live there; but they do not understand 
anything. It is no use talking to them ;—more- 
over, they cannot read.” ‘Oh, yes, we must see 
them. They are as human as any of us, al- 
though they be old and feeble.” We grow ear- 
nest because of prevalent nonconsideration of 
old people. We go over to see them. We greet 
them with special kindness. They are sur- 
prised. Seldom does anyone go out of his way 
to do that. Moreover, no one takes time to talk 
to them on the all-important question of their 
soul’s eternal welfare. It is a rare thing even 
for priests to talk to old folks. If they do, they 
have nothing whatever like the Christian mes- 
sage to impart. 

Our hearts are tremendously moved when we 
think of the millions of retired people through- 
out the empire. It is true that in most of the 
prefectures they are kindly treated. There are 
prefectures, however, in which the contrary is 


true. How can a Bible colporteur overlook 
them? How can any real Christian ignore 
them ? 
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The Scriptures Live On in China

in a New York cafeteria. He had just 

come from the great conference of 
Christendom at Oxford, where he had repre- 
sented the Chinese Church. Naturally, our 
conversation turned to the terrible conflict rag- 
ing in Shanghai. There his wife and family 
were in danger; he had no word as to what 
might have happened to them since the bomb- 
ing began. Yet, through his every word there 
gleamed the evidence of his sterling Christian 
character. I recalled his own account of how 
he first started to follow Jesus Christ. He was 
training for the customs service. One Sunday 
afternoon he accepted an invitation to a mis- 
sionary’s home. There, for the first time in his 
life, he read the Sermon on the Mount. 

“After I had read it,” he said, “my inner be- 
ing seemed suddenly to be flooded with light, 
and my heart was filled with unusual happi- 
ness. ... Every word in those three chapters 
spoke to me with a mighty force and was 
graven deep in my heart. At the same time I 
caught between the lines a glimpse of the 
speaker: that visage, its kindness mingled with 
courage and dignity, was the very incarnation 
of love. This matchless personality seemed to 
bore its way into the core of my being; and 
tears suddenly burst from my eyes. Remorse 
for the past, consolation for the present, hope 
for the future, in that single instant seemed all 
to well up in my heart; and, as though petri- 
fied by magic, I fell on my knees and cried out 
to that shining figure, ‘Lord, thou art my Sav- 
iour.’’’* So Y. T. Wu became the leader of 
the Student Christian Movement in China. 

Li Jui is a wealthy business man in Hankow. 
He started as a poor boy, was forced out of 
school to earn a living, and has built up a great 
tung oil exporting trade in the heart of China. 
My interest in him was first aroused by hear- 
ing that he made it his daily practice to read 
from his Hebrew Bible. The last time I was in 
Hankow it was my privilege to sit next to him 
at dinner one evening. I asked him to tell me 
how a man so fully engaged as he was in big 
business was able to keep up the reading of

Hebrew, when many ministers have given it 
up entirely. His explanation was direct and 
simple. 

“I keep a copy of the Hebrew Bible on my 
office desk,” he said. “It is my habit to reach 
the office about seven o’clock. There is a pile 
of telegrams and express letters waiting for 
immediate attention. That usually takes per- 
haps half an hour. Then I have a half hour 
before the staff arrives for work, and in that 
quiet period I pick up the Hebrew Testament 
and read a couple of chapters. Later, after let- 
ters have been dictated, callers met, and the 
business of the day gotten well started, there is 
often another half-hour period before lunch in 
which I can read a chapter or two. Often 
again in the afternoon I find a few leisure mo- 
ments in which to read. So it is my custom to 
read from three to five chapters a day.” 

He had been drawn to the Bible years ago 
when a lad in a mission school. There the 
teacher, whose exemplary life so deeply influ- 
enced him, read daily from a little book. So 
young Li bought a copy and began to read. 
Later he employed a Polish Jew to teach him 
Hebrew, that he might read the original text; 
then he resumed the study of Greek which he 
had begun under the direction of that godly 
teacher in Tientsin. 

To me the significant thing about Li Jui was 
not that he read his Bible every day, but that 
his life was so transformed that his associates 
in business commented on his genuine Chris- 
tian character, and that he had consecrated his 
wealth to the cause of the Lord. We had a re- 
cent illustration of this in the Bible Society. 
We had determined to render a more nearly 
adequate ministry to the scattered population 
of the distant Mongolian plains. For years the 
Bible Society man at Kalgan had organized 
each summer a camel caravan, loading the ani- 
mals with as many Scriptures as they could 
carry, and traveling as far as the short summer 
would permit. But that was slow and expen- 
sive. So an appeal was to be made to friends 
in England to contribute a motor van which 
would facilitate a much wider circulation of 
Scriptures in Mongolia. When Mr. Li heard 
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of the project, he at once asked for the privi- 
lege himself of contributing five thousand dol- 
lars (Chinese) that would make possible this 
ministry. Thus it came about this summer 
that, while war raged all over North China and 
spread to many other regions, interrupting 
much of the Bible Society work, out in the far 
northwest the Bible van, provided by this gen- 
erous Bible-reading merchant, was out in the 
remote marches of Mongolia distributing the 
Scriptures to those who otherwise might never 
have heard the gospel of Jesus’ love. 

What do non-Christians think of the Bible? 
The following gives a partial answer. 

Last year, while his excellency Chang Chun 
was minister of Foreign Affairs at Nanking, 
the American Bible Society presented him with 
a Bible. It was thought that through the read- 
ing of its pages he might find some of that 
“wisdom that cometh down from above” for 
the very critical international crisis through 
which he was called to help steer his country. 
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His devout wife felt that this gift was a direct 
answer to prayer. 

A few months later when there was a change 
in the ministry, General and Mrs. Chang came 
to Shanghai. Almost immediately they called 
at the Bible House. They wished to purchase 
copies of the Bible in several different versions. 
Having retired from public office, the former 
minister now purposed to engage in an inten- 
sive study of the Scriptures. He said that Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek had become deeply 
interested in his own study of the Bible. He 
had found several passages that seemed very 
obscure. He believed that one who could read 
other versions might be able to render some of 
these passages into more intelligible Chinese. 
So, in his leisure, Mr. Chang now purposed to 
serve his people along these lines, and he was 
beginning at once an earnest study. Thus some 
of the highest officials in China have become 
concerned to give to their own people the best 
possible translation of the Bible.

ATIN AMERICA is served by six 
Agencies of the American Bible So- 
ciety: West Indies, Mexico, Carib- 

bean, Upper Andes, La Plata, and Bra- 
zil. The work was 
carried on last 
vear by 884 work- 
ers. Well over a 
half million vol- 
umes of Scripture 
were circulated. 
This number in no 
way represents the 
actual demand in 
these Agencies, be- 
cause our Secre- 
taries in all six 
Agencies continue 
to write us plead- 
ing for more vol- 
umes of Scripture. 
Secretary Ritchie, 
of the Upper An- 
des Agency, has 
just left New York 
to return to the 
field, and has emphasized over and over 
again the fact that additional sums put 
into his budget would be spent entirely 
upon making larger quantities of books 
available to the people. His administra- 
tive budget is well set up, and his crying 
need is, as it is for our Secretary in Bra- 
zil and our Secretary for Argentina and 
our Secretary for Cuba, to supply more 
books. Says one subagent in Brazil, “I 
can sell thousands of Bibles and New 
Testaments every year up here. At pres- 
ent I am receiving only hundreds from 
VOU eee 
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Mexice’ City * 


Here are some definite things that 
could be accomplished with gifts intended 
to help along the work in our Latin- 
American Agencies: 

1. $300 would per- 
mit continuation of 
the work of translat- 
ing the New Testa- 
ment for 500,000 
Quiché Indians of 
Guatemala. 

2, Amounts of 
from $300 to $800 
are required for the 
support of colpor- 
teurs in Argentina, 
Paraguay, and Uru- 
guay—$4,000 in all. 

3. Two sums of 
$500 each are needed 
for colporteurs who 
will work among the 
inaccessible Andean 
villages of Peru. 

4. $5,500 would 
cover the wages and 
expenses of five na- 
tive colporteurs who 
will travel amid many difficulties in Colombia, 
Venezuela, and Salvador. 

5. $6,000 should be available for salaries and 
expenses of colporteurs in Mexico representing 
many denominations and serving under the di- 
rection of their respective churches. 

6. $1,900 will be required in Bolivia to meet 
the difference between the cost of publication 
and the price at which the Scriptures must be 
sold to come within the reach of the people. 

7. Similarly we must have $6,500 in Brazil, 
where an inexpensive Portuguese Bible costing 
about eighty-five cents must be priced at forty 
cents, about a half day’s pay of an unskilled 
worker.

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How to Have a Successful Prayer 
Meeting

PON my assignment to 
U this pastorate, advices 

were given me that it 
had been found impossible to 
maintain a midweek prayer 
meeting. At the close of my 
first sermon, announcement 
was made as to what had been 
told me on this point. Fur- 
ther announcement was made 
that, immediately following 
the Christmastide holidays, we should under- 
take such a midweek prayer service, and that 
a systematic study of the Gospel of St. John 
would be made. 

Heavy sleet prevented our meeting the first 
Wednesday evening in January, but twenty- 
four persons were present at the first gather- 
ing the following Wednesday night. Then 
came forty-two, and the number was further 
increased to fifty-five for the third week. Ex- 
hortation was given at that time that there be 
no overemphasis upon numbers, but that spir- 
itual merit be sought. 

Up to this date there have been eighty-three 
midweek services, with a total attendance of 
more than 5,000 persons. 

All the while, prominence has been given to 
the study of the Scripture with an earnest ap-

peal for personal acceptance of the Scripture’s 
teachings. Now and then a varied program 
was offered; but, in the main, a systematic 
study of the gospel has been the regular pro- 
gram. Some seventy services were devoted to 
the study of the Gospel of St. John alone. 

Concluding that study, we used incidents in 
the life of Christ for a few weeks; then hit 
upon a new plan that continues giving promi- 
nence to the holy writings. The new plan takes 
the Bible as a whole, and is proving definitely 
attractive and helpful. 

“Let Us Look at the Bible” was the first study 
in the new plan. Then we took “Let Us Read 
the Bible.’ Following studies were devoted to 
“Study,” “Believe,” “Obey,” and last night our 
theme was “Let Us Preach the Bible.” Next 
week the theme will be ‘Let Us Use the Bible,” 
and the following week it will be “Let Us Live 
by the Bible.’ Sixty-one persons were present 
at the meeting last night. 

Assurances are given that the midweek 
prayer service is distinctively a spiritual help. 
Our church membership is somewhat less than 
250. We have at least twenty-five persons who 
will pray publicly. 

Our further plan is to continue the midweek 
program along these lines, always centering 
attention and faith upon the Scriptures.

FRIENDS have asked about 
the work of the Bible Society 
in North China, and how the 
Peiping Bible House has weath- 
ered these past frightful 
months. In a letter dated Sep- 
tember 11, Mrs. Hoose, wife of 
our subagent in Peiping, says: 


The work at the Bible House, 
though carried on as usual with no 
interference, is at a complete stand- 
still so far as sending out books 
either by post or by freight is con- 
cerned. We are practically out of 
touch with our colporteurs, though 
we are grateful to say that all of 
them are paid up on their salaries, 


and we do hear from a few who are 
begging for books that can not be 
sent out. Our new Biblewoman is 
doing valiant service in telling the 
gospel story among the women of 
the many concentration camps for 
refugees, and has distributed many 
portions among them. She is ex- 
ceptionally courageous in going 
about on her bicycle, and we are 
thankful indeed to have found her 
to take the other woman’s place. 
We have been able to give out 300 
copies of the New Testament to 
wounded soldiers, 200 of which went 
to Peiping Union Medical College 
through Dr. Houghton. Some 
books are sold here at the office, of 
course, and we have distributed 
three (only!) boxes of portions since 
September first.

OCTOBER 6, 1937, should not 
pass too far into history with- 
out notice of the fact that it 
marked the four hundredth an- 
niversary of the martyrdom of 
William Tyndale. The New 
York Herald Tribune on that 
date carried a long editorial 
bearing testimony to the fact 
that Tyndale was the real fa- 
ther of the King James Ver- 
sion, his sublime style having 
undergone little change in the 
versions which so rapidly fol- 
lowed one another from 1525 
to 1611. The editorial further 
stated: 


One may read no more breathless 
tale of hate, flight, concealment, and 
disaster than that of the first efforts 
to translate the Scriptures. To 
have the needful learning was not 
enough; a man must be fearless 
too; ready to dare more than death 
for the work’s sake. Tyndale was 
such a man. Probably, the resolute 
forthrightness of his mind kept him 
from dressing the Bible out in the 
fancy words that would have fitted 
the taste of the times. That sim- 
plicity with splendor to which we 
are heirs was in his character.
